Dedicated to the nation’s 
postal carriers, the inscription 
over the front pillars of the 
James Farley Post Office, New 
York City’s general post office, 
reads “Neither snow nor rain 
nor heat nor gloom of night 
stays these couriers from the 
swift completion of their 
appointed rounds.” 

The same could be said of 
Ukiah Unified School District’s 
bus drivers. 

The recent storms of the past 
few days have not impeded the 
safe pickup or delivery of 
UUSD students, said Carmen 
Saye, who works for the UUSD 
Transportation Department as 
one of the district’s transporta- 
tion instructors. 

“We’ve had no problems get- 
ting through,” she said. “When 


we do have problems it’s usual- 
ly on either Road B or Tomki 
Road in Redwood Valley.” 

Bus drivers are more likely to 
face extreme weather in the 
early morning hours when 
beginning their routes. 
According to the school bus 
schedules chart available on the 
UUSD Web site, the first bus to 
make a stop each school day, 
Bus D12, arrives at Laughlin — 
Uva Dr. at 6:23 a.m. 

Saye said neither drivers or 
other UUSD staff generally 
know ahead of time when they 
will face inclement weather and 
whether or not it will change 
drivers’ schedules.

A Ukiah man who allegedly broke into 
a North State Street apartment, and was 
found lying on a couch in his underwear 
with a 5-year-old child, was arrested on 
sexual abuse and drug charges by the 
Ukiah Police Department at 5:30 a.m.

According to reports from the UPD, 
Anthony King, 33, of Ukiah, was arrested 
on suspicion of burglary, lewd acts with a 
child and vandalism at an apartment at 
625 N. State St. 

Police were called to the apartment by 
a resident who had found King asleep on 
the couch in his underwear along with the 
resident’s 5-year-old child. King’s hand 
was in the 5-year-old’s underwear, 
according to UPD reports. 

The resident pulled the child away 
from King, told him to leave and called 
911. Officers responded and arrested 
King on the above listed charges. 

According to UPD reports, officers 
believe King got into the apartment by 
knocking down a fence in the back yard 
and entering through a partially open slid- 
ing glass door. The resident did not know 
King and had no idea why King was in 
the apartment, according to UPD reports. 

A follow-up investigation revealed 
King was allegedly cultivating marijuana 
at his home at 34 Creekside Court. 
According to police reports, UPD officers 
and an agent with the Mendocino Major 
Crimes Task Force served a search war- 
rant on the home and found 68 marijuana 
plants. 

The plants were seized and King was 
additionally charged with commercial 
cultivation of marijuana and possession of 
marijuana for sale. 

King is being held at the Mendocino 
County Jail on a $105,000 bond. 

He does not appear as a registered sex 
offender on the Megan’s Law Web site.

Kidnapper of Steven Stayner, 
Timmy White dies in prison

SACRAMENTO — 
Kenneth Eugene Parnell, 
whose abduction and confine- 
ment of a California boy in 
the 1970s became the basis of 
a TV movie, died of natural 
causes while serving a life 
sentence, state prison authori- 
ties said Tuesday. 

Parnell, 76, died at the 


California Medical Facility in 
Vacaville on Monday night. 
One of California’s most 
notorious child molesters, he 
was convicted of kidnapping 
Steven Stayner as the 7-year- 
old walked home from school 
in the Central Valley town of 
Merced in 1972. Parnell gave 
the boy a different name and

Fed rate cut stabilizes stocks; 
Bush, Congress pledge urgent 
action to stem slide 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jolted by global 
recession fears, the Federal Reserve slashed 
interest rates Tuesday, and President Bush and 
leaders of Congress joined in a rare show of 
cooperation in promising urgent action to 
pump up the economy with upwards of $150 
billion in tax cuts and government spending. 

Market meltdowns overnight around the 
globe and growing anxiety at home stirred law- 
makers and the administration toward swift 
action, possibly within a few weeks. Wall 
Street plummeted as the day began, following 
Asian stocks, then warily eased its sell-off after 
the Fed ordered the biggest cut on record in a 
key interest rate. The Dow Jones industrials, 
down 465 points at one point, closed the day 
off 128. 

The Fed, announcing its action after an 
emergency video conference Monday night, 
indicated further rate reductions were likely, 
aimed at encouraging people and companies to 
start spending again. “The urgency that we feel 
at home is now even more urgent as we see the 
impact of our markets on others,” House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi said after both 
Democratic and Republican lawmakers met 
with Bush at the White House. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid said the 
goal was to get a deal through Congress and on 
Bush’s desk within roughly three weeks — 


lightning speed compared with the usual snail ’s 
pace on Capitol Hill. Bush expressed confi- 
dence that he and the Democratic-led Congress 
could put aside bitter differences that have 
marked his presidency. 

“I believe we can find common ground to 
get something done that’s big enough, effective 
enough so that an economy that is inherently 
strong gets a boost — to make sure that this 
uncertainty doesn’t translate into more eco- 
nomic woes for our workers and small business 
people,” Bush said in the Cabinet Room. 


Heath Ledger found dead in 
NYC building in possible 
drug-related death, police say 


NEW YORK (AP) — Heath Ledger was 
found dead Tuesday at a downtown Manhattan 
apartment, and police said drugs may have 
been a factor. The Australian-born actor was 
28. Ledger had an appointment for a massage 
at the residence in the tony SoHo neighbor- 
hood, NYPD spokesman Paul Browne said. A 
housekeeper who went to let him know the 
massage therapist had arrived found him dead 
at 3:26 p.m. 

A large crowd of paparazzi and gawkers 
began gathering Tuesday evening outside the 
building on an upscale block, where several 
police officers guarded the door. 

Ledger was nominated for an Oscar for 
“Brokeback Mountain.” He most recently 
appeared in “I’m Not There,” in which he 
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played one of the many incarnations of Bob 
Dylan — as did Cate Blanchett, whose perfor- 
mance in that film earned an Oscar nomination 
Tuesday for best supporting actress. Ledger 
was to appear as the Joker this year in “The 
Dark Knight,” a sequel to 2005’s “Batman 
Begins.” He’s had starring roles in “A Knight’s 
Tale” and “The Patriot,” and played the suici- 
dal son of Billy Bob Thornton in “Monster’s 
Ball.” 


Republican Fred Thompson 
quits presidential race after 
string of poor finishes 


NAPLES, Fla. (AP) — Republican Fred 
Thompson, the actor-politician who attracted 
more attention as a potential presidential can- 
didate than as a real one, quit the race for the 
White House on Tuesday after a string of poor 
finishes in early primary and caucus states. 


“Today, I have withdrawn my candidacy for 
president of the United States. I hope that my 
country and my party have benefited from our 
having made this effort,” the former Tennessee 
senator said in a brief statement. Thompson’s 
fate was sealed last Saturday in the South 
Carolina primary, when he finished third in a 
state that he had said he needed to win. 

In the statement, Thompson did not say 
whether he would endorse any of his former 
rivals. He was one of a handful of members of 
Congress who supported Arizona Sen. John 
McCain in 2000 in his unsuccessful race 
against George W. Bush for the party nomina- 
tion. Thompson, best known as the gruff dis- 
trict attorney on NBC’s “Law & Order,” placed 
third in Iowa and South Carolina, two states 
seemingly in line with his right-leaning pitch 
and laid-back style, and fared even worse in 
the four other states that have held contests 
thus far. Money already tight, he ran out of it 
altogether as the losses piled up.

Patagonia:It's easy being green

PALO ALTO - Can a business go 
green and stay in the black? Yvon 
Chouinard has built the model. 

“Business has been accused of 
despoiling the environment, but it 
can enrich our lives and make a 
profit without losing its soul,” 
Chouinard, owner of Ventura-based 
Patagonia outdoor gear and clothing 
company, told a standing-room- 
only crowd at his store on a recent 
weeknight. 

Businesses near and far are 
jumping on the sustainability band- 
wagon, vying to see which can seem 
the most green. But privately held 
Patagonia, which had $270 million 
in sales in 2007, has been environ- 
mentally responsible since 1972, 
when it grew out of Chouinard 
Equipment. 

A crowd of about 300 hikers, bik- 
ers, climbers and other outdoor 
enthusiasts jammed the 2,500- 
square-foot store to hear Chouinard 
speak and get signed copies of his 
2005 book “Let My People Go 
Surfing,” spilling out the front door 
onto the sidewalk. 

The 67-year-old businessman is 
also an avid outdoorsman who 
founded his business based on the 
pursuits he loved. Chouinard has a 
dedicated following that would turn 
entrepreneurs like Bill Gates green, 
not in an environmental sense, but 
with envy. 

“Yvon is a lifelong hero of mine 
as a climber. He has made many 
first ascents,” said John Bell of El 
Cerrito at the event. “As a business 
owner, he has made profound deci- 
sions that affect the whole world.” 

In 1970, Chouinard Equipment 
was a major U.S. climbing hard- 
ware supplier, and, to quote the 
Patagonia Web site, “an environ- 
mental villain because its gear was 
damaging the rock.” Even though 
pitons were Chouinard’s biggest 
sellers, it switched to aluminum 
chocks, introducing them with an 
editorial in its catalog on the envi- 
ronmental hazards of pitons. 


Chouinard spoke to a crowd of over 100 people about his business and personal philosophies 
dealing with the environment and how his business can do it’s part to protect it. He also 
answered questions and signed books. 


The result? “Within a few 
months of the catalog’s mailing, the 
piton business had atrophied; 
chocks sold faster than they could 
be made,” according to the Web 
site. 

“As a company, we’re doing as 
much as we can to create a compa- 
ny other companies want to emu- 
late,” Chouinard told the crowd. He 
said other companies have 
approached him for advice. 

“I said to Wal-Mart, ‘You are the 
seventh largest economy in the 
world. If you told your suppliers to 
clean up their act, you could change 
the world.’ I told Coke to stop using 
high-fructose corn syrup because it 
causes diabetes,” Chouinard said. 

Patagonia is part of the $46 bil- 
lion active recreation gear segment 
of the outdoor goods industry. Sales 


in that industry grew more than 5 
percent in 2006, and 2007 growth 
looks to be in the 7 to 8 percent 
range, according to Clint Wall, 
research director of the Outdoor 
Industry Association. 

Patagonia, which employs about 
2,000 people worldwide, has 21 
retail stores nationwide. It is a man- 
ufacturer whose goods are mostly 
sold in small retail outlets or stores 
like REI. It does have three Bay 
Area stores, in Palo Alto, San 
Francisco and Santa Cruz, employ- 
ing about 40 people, Chouinard told 
MediaNews. 

“This (Palo Alto) store has been a 
big success,” he said. ““We’re here to 
thank the neighborhood.” Asked 
how he feels about “greenwashing,” 
when businesses trumpet their 
efforts to reduce carbon emissions 


for public relations purposes, he 
said, “It’s OK as long as it’s a first 
step.” 

“If you have a worn-out Polartec 
jacket, drop it off at one of our 
stores and we’ll use it to make new 
clothing,” said Don Eichelberger, a 
sales associate at the San Francisco 
store on hand for Chouinard’s visit. 
Also, the company is working with 
other businesses to create a national 
park in Chile that will be two-thirds 
the size of Yellowstone when com- 
pleted, Chouinard said. 

“Im a longtime user (of 
Patagonia goods),” said Scott 
Spencer of Menlo Park. “I knew he 
was a famous climber, and I identi- 
fy with what he said tonight. We 
(his family) are switching to com- 
pact fluorescent bulbs. Pll go back 
and try harder.” 


Officials tout green jobs for poor communities

SAN FRANCISCO - In 
addition to its other bene- 
fits - fighting global warm- 
ing, reducing the United 
States’ dependence on for- 
eign oil - green tech could 
mean lots of jobs for 
Californians, including 
those in the state’s poorest 
communities, a parade of 
California political leaders 
said last week at a Bay 
Area green jobs event.

Speaker Fabian Nunez, the 
message was clear. 

Green is good for the 
environment, and good for 
the state’s economy. 

“These are green path- 
ways out of poverty,” said 
Van Jones, a leader of both 
the Ella Baker Center for 


of them. 


Human Rights and Green 
For All in Oakland. Both 
community groups are 
pushing for green-collar 
jobs to improve the options 
in neighborhoods with few 


Jones recalled a discus- 
sion he had with Newsom. 
With all the talk about sus- 
tainability, and the advan- 
tages of not throwing 
things away, he expressed 
concerns about “throw- 
away neighborhoods, 
throw-away children.” 

Jones said that conversa- 


tion with Newsom helped 
crystallize the mayor’s 
innovative green agenda, 
which includes incentives 
for solar panels on roofs 
and a carbon offset pro- 
gram where the money 
goes to local organizations.

The American Institute 
of Architects sent out its 


semi-annual Consensus 
Construction Forecast, a sur- 
vey of the nation’s leading 
construction forecasters. The 
survey says that weakness in 
the overall U.S. economy is 
translating to a tempered fore- 
cast for the nonresidential 
construction market, and 
spending is expected to 
increase by a modest 0.7 per- 
cent in 2008 in inflation 
adjusted terms. Led by 
demand for institutional pro- 
jects, the growth in 2008 is 
expected to be at a slower 
pace than recent years, with 
commercial projects likely to 
see the most decrease. Also 
there is expected to be contin- 
ued volatility in the costs of 
building materials. 

Maybe this is part of the 
reason I hear the new retail 
construction project in the 
Redwood Business Park has 
been called off. 

“After ending 2007 on a 
high note, we are anticipating 
a significant slowing of non- 
residential construction 
growth in 2008,” said AIA 
Chief Economist, Kermit 
Baker. “A slight decrease in 
activity is actually expected 
in 2009 with 2008 and 2009 
projected to be the trough of 
the current construction 
cycle.” 

“Oil prices in the $100 per 
barrel range are not the only 
construction material input 
that is experiencing unusual 
price fluctuations. Iron and 
steel scrap have increased 
more than 28 percent between 
2006 and 2007, with con- 
struction sand/gravel/crushed 
stone up over 8 percent, 
selected steel products up 
almost 6 percent and fabricat- 
ed structural metal increased 
more than 5 percent during 
the same period,” Baker 
added. “Conversely, gypsum 
products are down more 23 
percent over the past year, 
with prices for insulation, ply- 
wood, aluminum and natural 
gas lowering a bit as well.”

Stop the Talmage cell tower 


To the Editor: 

It seems that Mendocino Vineyard 
Company, is getting into the cell phone 
tower business. Their vineyards occupy 
over one thousand acres around Ukiah. 
Recently, the Mendocino County Planning 
Commission approved a request by the 
company to erect an 80-foot tower on his 
land located at 550 Redemeyer Road, 1/2 
mile north of Vichy Springs Road. Now 
they want to erect another tower, 104 feet 
tall, on his property in Talmage, located 
directly adjacent to a kindergarten through 
12th grade school with 132 children, a 
preschool with 24 children, a high school 
with 60 students, adult education classes 
dormitories for approximately 100 people, 
19 three room cabins where 60 people 
live, and at least 10 residences located 
directly next to this proposed radiation 
tower. Directly under the tower is a large 
building that is occupied by the migrant 
agricultural workers for at least two 
months per year. I have yet to find out if 
there are other sites that are being consid- 
ered for his expansion. 

There have not been any conclusive 
long-term studies regarding the safety or 
danger of the very high frequency signals 
radiating from cell phone towers. In con- 
trast to individual cell phones, these tow- 
ers are constantly emitting radiation and 
are more powerful at close range. How 
does this radiation affect the public’s 
health over decades of constant exposure? 
We don’t know. Does it affect the brain, 
the nervous system? Does it cause cancer, 
especially for people living in close prox- 
imity to these facilities? The fact is we 
just don’t know. For nearly three decades, 
starting in the early 1940’s, the DDT pes- 
ticide was widely used for agricultural 
applications in our country. In 1948 Swiss 
chemist Paul Hermann Muller was even 
awarded the Nobel Prize for his discovery 
of the benefits of using DDT as a pesti- 
cide. People did not get sick from eating 
the food, so evidently DDT was safe for 
human exposure. “Oops, sorry guys, I 
guess we were wrong.” In 1972, after 
three years of intensive governmental 
studies were conducted, DDT was banned. 
Humans got cancer. I believe we should 
learn from our past mistakes, especially 
when our children are involved. 

The Mendocino County Planning 
Commission says they cannot consider the 
possible health effects of the towers 
because of section 704 in the FCC 
Telecommunications Act of 1996. It pro- 
hibits local governments from rejecting 
wireless facilities based on health con- 
cerns. Telecommunications companies 
have a stranglehold over our planning 
commission and ultimately us by prevent- 
ing us from making common sense deci- 
sions based on rational evidence. Does 
this mean that our county should be obliv- 
ious to the possible health concerns of our 
citizens? Of course not. The Wireless 
Guidelines for Mendocino County, adopt- 
ed by the Planning Commission Nov. 1, 
2001 clearly states: the guidelines are 
designed to protect and promote public 
health... Until we elect or appoint some 
truly courageous people to our county 
government willing to stand up for what is 
right, and not just what is profitable for 
the telecommunications conglomerates 
and landowners, we will continue to make 
important decisions about our health based 
on ignorance. 

The 1996 Act does at least allow local 
governments to have control over place- 
ment of these towers. Why not revise the 
Mendocino County General Plan to only 
allow these towers in the hills far from 
populated areas and most certainly away 
from our children’s schools? The con- 
struction and maintenance costs will be 
greater for the telecommunications com- 
panies, but most importantly we will be 
responsible for protecting the public 
health of our citizens and preserving the 
aesthetic quality of our county. We should 
also demand that the federal and state 
governments initiate long-term radiation 
studies. We are the ones that will have to 
carry the brunt of this radiation for 
decades to come. 

The only responsible path forward is 
for the planning commission to immedi- 
ately instigate a moratorium on any new 
wireless facilities and schedule meetings 
that extensively include the citizens of our 
community regarding this critical issue.

Entities invest thou- 
sands or millions in candi- 
dates and anticipate many 
more millions or billions in 
return. A candidate doesn’t 
have to win, to win. A candi- 
date’s interchangeability 
assures that the powerful 
remain so. A candidate is a 
mere player in a corporate 
poker game. There’s only 
one deck one dealer. The 
subtleties of nuance between 
the candidates are nearly 


indistinguishable. There’s no 
wild card and the house 
never loses. When a candi- 
date runs the deck, they win 
the big chips. But in this 
game, every candidate wins 
something big. Everyone 
wants to be in the game or 
invest in the players. 

The drama is intoxicating.

Hillary? Obama? Or perhaps 
the sobering Mike 


Huckabee? The one among 
the ones has a wide range of 
tactics to employ and remain 
within corporate rules. 
Character assassinations 
triggering media feeding 
frenzies often highlight the 
big show. 

We know who won’t be 
the one. It won’t be Dennis 
Kucinich or Ron Paul. They 
don’t play by the rules. Wild 
cards aren’t allowed to the 
main events. Combined they 
might bring down the illu- 


sion about democracy. 
Combined, they might 
restore constitutional 


democracy and eliminate the 
privately owned Federal 
Reserve Board. You didn’t 
know they were privately 
owned? They might restore 
the U.S. government’s con- 
stitutional right to print 
money without the need to 
charge itself interest. They 
might actually do something 
about alternative energy. 
They might downsize the 
upper class and uplift the 
lower and middle classes, 
promote peace, provide uni- 
versal healthcare, minimize 
corporate power, and return 
constitutional war powers to 
Congress. This is unaccept- 
able. 

Wall Street, drug compa- 
nies, war budgets, insurance 
companies and congression- 
al committee’s whose kitty 
is kept full by corporate fod- 
der won’t sanction that.

You can almost 
imagine that all the chaos 
around us is under control. 
Who really pays for all of 
this? 

America, a nation faced 
with deep social division, 
endless war, economic 
inequality, financial overex- 
tension, threats to constitu- 
tional rights, media dominat- 
ed fear campaigns, racial 
and gender discrimination, 
and pending environmental 
disaster, is promised change. 
Really? Many desperately 
want to believe change is 
possible. Yet, under the cor- 
porate regime, can change 
come from the top down? 

After awhile, the whys 
and the reasons fade. 
Supporting our poised 
appearance is a world com- 
pletely out-of-control. What 
do you do?

Wall Street 


vs. capitalism 


Amid the mayhem on world financial markets, it is 
becoming clear that capitalism’s most dangerous ene- 
mies are capitalists. No one can have watched the 
“subprime mortgage” debacle without noticing the 
absurd contrast between the magnitude of the failure 
and the lavish rewards heaped on those who presided 
over it. At Merrill Lynch and Citigroup, large losses on 
subprime securities cost CEOs their jobs -- and they 
left with multimillion-dollar pay packages. Stanley 
O’Neal, the ex-head of Merrill, received an estimated 
$161 million. 

Everyday Americans will conclude (rightly) that 
this brand of capitalism is rigged in favor of the privi- 
leged few. It will be said in their defense that these 
packages reflected years of service, often highly suc- 
cessful. So? It’s not as if these CEOs weren’t compen- 
sated in all those years. Wall Street’s pay practices per- 
versely encourage extreme risk-taking that can desta- 
bilize the economy. Subprime mortgage losses may 
simply be chapter one. Now there are signs of prob- 
lems involving securities known as “credit default 
swaps.” Never mind the details. Concentrate on the 
possible fallout. If banks and investment houses sus- 
tain more losses, the nation’s credit system will be fur- 
ther wounded and so will the economy. The Federal 
Reserve Tuesday cut its key overnight interest rate 
from 4.25 percent to 3.5 percent -- a huge move -- in 
part to shore up this wobbly credit system. 

By “Wall Street,” I mean all the commercial banks, 
investment banks, mutual funds, hedge funds and the 
like that comprise the financial sector -- but particular- 
ly investment banks. Pay is eye-popping. In 2007, 
Lloyd Blankfein, chief executive of Goldman Sachs, 
received compensation estimated at $68 million. But 
pay is also heavily skewed toward annual “bonuses” 
based on the profits that traders and bankers generate. 
I asked Johnson Associates, a compensation consult- 
ing firm, for typical Wall Street pay packages. The 
results describe “managing directors” based in New 
York with 10 or 15 years experience. Most would be in 
their 40s. 

Here are estimates for 2007: 

e Investment banker: $2.1 million, consisting of 
$275,000 in base pay plus $1.2 million in cash bonus 
and $625,000 in long-term bonus. (An investment 
banker helps firms raise capital by selling new stocks 
and bonds and also advises on mergers and acquisi- 
tions.) 

e Bond trader: $1.525 million, with $240,000 in 
base pay, $975,000 in cash bonus and $310,000 in 
long-term bonus. 

e Hedge-fund manager: $1.85 million, split between 
a salary of $265,000 and $1.585 million bonus. 

Just why investment bankers and traders out-earn, 
say, doctors or computer engineers is a question I’ve 
never heard convincingly answered. Are they smarter? 
Unlikely. Do they contribute more to the economy? 
Questionable. True, Wall Street often performs a vital 
function. It channels savings into productive invest- 
ments. It helps provide access to capital and credit. In 
2006, U.S. companies raised nearly $4 trillion through 
new stocks and bonds. Many financial innovations, 
including mortgage-backed securities, have benefited 
individuals and companies. 

But Wall Street also frequently misallocates capital 
and credit. The “tech bubble” of the late 1990s was 
one episode. Now we have subprime mortgages. Why? 

“People self-select for careers. On Wall Street, they 
self-select for the money,” says pay consultant Alan 
Johnson. “Wall Street is a sales business -- they sell 
bonds, securities, transactions, ideas. ... They’re not 
paid to be long-term, philosophical, reflective.” The 
pressure is to do the next merger, sell more stocks and 
bonds, do more trading -- whatever boosts current 
profits and bonuses, the long-term consequences be 
damned. 

“These are my MBA students, not just mine but 
MBAs (masters of business administration) from 
Harvard, Stanford, Pennsylvania,” says economist 
Allan Meltzer of Carnegie-Mellon University. “They 
were buying and selling this garbage (subprime mort- 
gages securities). Are they so stupid? They got com- 
pensated for doing it. If they didn’t do it, they’d lose 
their jobs.” 

To be fair, the real estate bubble had many causes, 
including low interest rates, the political popularity of 
homeownership and the (mistaken) belief that housing 
prices could never fall. This may explain why, so far, 
the backlash against Wall Street has been muted. 

But if the subprime failure turns out to be a pream- 
ble to a larger financial breakdown, flowing from the 
creation of new securities that offered short-term trad- 
ing possibilities but whose long-run risks were under- 
estimated, then the mood could turn uglier. Indeed, 
many Americans may conclude that capitalism has run 
amok.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Foreclosures reached a 20- 
year high in California during 
the fourth quarter of 2007 as a 
growing number of homeown- 
ers fell behind on their mort- 
gage payments, a real estate 
research firm said Tuesday. 

A total of 31,676 homes 
ended up in foreclosure during 
the quarter ended Dec. 31, 
marking the highest figure 
since DataQuick Information 
Systems began keeping such 
numbers in 1988. 

The total represents a 30.8 
percent increase from the pre- 
vious quarter and a 421.2 per- 
cent jump from 6,078 foreclo- 
sures in the same quarter of 
2006, DataQuick said. 

In addition, 81,550 default 
notices were sent to home- 
owners statewide between 


October and December, up 
12.4 percent from the previ-

Mortgage defaults have 
been on the rise statewide 
since fall 2005, coinciding 
with the start of a slowdown 
in sales and lagging home 
appreciation. 

When home appreciation 
slows, it makes it harder for 
homeowners who fall behind 
on payments to sell their 
homes and clear the debt. 

Most of the home loans that 
slipped into default during the 
fourth quarter of 2007 were 
made between August 2005 
and October 2006, the final 
months of the housing boom. 

The median age of home 
loans in default increased to 
22 months from 15 months in 
the fourth quarter of 2006. 

The change suggests sag- 
ging home values are eating 
away at equity, placing more 
home loans at risk of foreclo- 
sure, the firm said.

Timothy Alan Simon, the

With Williams gone, Sharapova takes a toll on Henin

MELBOURNE, Australia — 
Serena Williams stumbled one round 
short of a rematch, so Maria 
Sharapova had to unload a year’s 
worth of retribution on somebody else. 

Justine Henin caught the brunt of it. 

Sharapova advanced to the 
Australian Open semifinals for the 
fourth straight year with a convincing 
6-4, 6-0 win over top-ranked Henin, 
snapping the Belgian star’s 32-match 
winning streak. 

“Even though I beat Justine, it’s 
definitely not over,” the 20-year-old 
Russian star said. “I still have a lot of 
business to take care of.” 

Defending champion Williams had 
slumped 6-3, 6-4 earlier in the after- 
noon to third-ranked Jelena Jankovic, 
who reached the semifinals at 
Melbourne Park for the first time and 
only the third time in a major. 

Williams was unseeded and ranked 
No. 81 when she made her stunning 
run to an eighth Grand Slam title 12 
months ago, punctuating that with an 
emphatic 6-1, 6-2 win over Sharapova 
in one of the most lopsided Grand 


Slam finals. 

It was a big setback for Sharapova, 
who struggled with a shoulder prob- 
lem for most of the season and her 
ranking slipped outside the top 5. 

But the winner of two Grand Slam 
events started returning to her best at 
the WTA championships in November 
before losing in three sets to Henin in 
three hours, 24 minutes — among the 
dozen longest women’s tour matches 
in the Open era. 

She turned the tables in only 1:38 
on Tuesday, inflicting the first 6-0 set 
on Henin since 2002. 

“I really felt like I was in a bubble,” 
Sharapova said. “I think it was one of 
the most consistent matches where I 
did all the things I wanted to do, and I 
did them correctly from the beginning 
to the end ... and just played the way I 
can play.” 

Henin, who struggled with her serve 
and was broken five times by 
Sharapova, said she had a minor con- 
cern over a lingering knee injury but 
put the loss down as an inevitability. 

“Its very hard to be at your best 
level all the time,” she said. “PI have 
to think about that and build again for 
the future.” 


Sharapova will be looking back for 
lessons to take into the semis against 
Jankovic, her old tennis academy pal. 

“Ever since the juniors we’ve 
always played really tough and we’ve 
always battled it out, and it’s great to 
see her in the semis,” Sharapova said. 
“Tt’s great we’re playing together.” 

Jankovic has two Serbian compatri- 
ots in the quarterfinals Wednesday. 

No. 4-ranked Ana Ivanovic is aim- 
ing to end the run of another Williams 
when she plays Serena’s sister, Venus, 
for the right to meet the winner of the 
other quarterfinal between No. 9 
Daniela Hantuchova and No. 29 
Agnieszka Radwanska. 

On the men’s side, Serbia’s Novak 
Djokovic plays David Ferrer of Spain 
and defending champion Roger 
Federer go against No. 12 James 
Blake. 

Blake is 0-7 against Federer, who 
beat him in the 2006 U.S. Open quar- 
terfinals. 

But he’s taking heart from Federer’s 
last two matches, when he was taken 
to 10-8 in the fifth set against Serbia’s 
Janko Tisparevic and had to save set 
points against Tomas Berdych. 

No. 2 Rafael Nadal, the only player 


to beat Federer at the last 10 Grand 
Slams, advanced to his first Australian 
Open semifinal with a 7-5, 6-3, 6-1 
win over No. 24 Jarkko Nieminen of 
Finland. 

“Maybe I wasn’t playing my best 
match, my best tennis today, but it was 
enough,” the three-time French Open 
champion said. “It’s a good moment 
for me, first semifinals on hardcourt, 
Grand Slam.” 

He will play 22-year-old Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga, who beat No. 14 
Mikhail Youzhny 7-5, 6-0, 7-6 (6) late 
Tuesday. 

The 38th-ranked Tsonga has only 
played four previous majors due to a 
combination of back, shoulder and 
abdominal injuries and never won a 
title at the elite level, but has already 
upset No. 9 Andy Murray and No. 8 
Richard Gasquet so far at Melbourne 
Park. 

“Its just amazing. I played just 
unbelievable,” Tsonga said. “It’s a 
very big event. It’s very difficult to 
stay on this world.” 

Serena Williams was that ecstatic 
last year after her amazing run.

The week before the week 
before the big game has bare- 
ly begun, and already the 
buzz is brewing over the New 
England Patriots and New 
York Giants. Off the field, 
especially. 

Fine by the NFL. In a 
league that loves attention 
and promotes itself with a TV 
network that provides 24- 
hour coverage, this is more 
perfect than the Pats. Besides, 
isn’t this exactly why they 
have the extra-week break 
before the game? 

Been a while since Joe 
Namath lounged poolside 
with the blondes and 
promised a win, or Jim 
McMahon paraded down 
Bourbon Street. Neon Deion 
Sanders and Terrell Owens 
were rank amateurs, by com- 
parison. 

If Super Bowl XLII publi- 
cists needed any more eye- 
balls, they’ve found them in 
XL fashion. 

Funny thing, the epicenter 
of the football world — for 
the moment, anyway — isn’t 
a snowy practice field in 
Foxborough, or an indoor 
bubble at the Meadowlands or 
a giant dome in the Arizona 
desert. 

Nope, it’s a neatly appoint- 
ed, brick town house on a 
quiet, quaint street tucked 
away in the old, historic sec- 
tion of Greenwich Village. 
That’s where the NFL’s All- 
American boy — the dimple- 
chinned Brady — limped 
around with a walking boot 
on his right foot, spending 
time with girlfriend Gisele 
Bundchen. 

The Patriots quarterback 
also showed up with a bou- 
quet of flowers.

headline writers, too. 

“FLOWERY TOM A 
POSY PATSIE,” the newspa- 
per blared Tuesday. 

OK, hardly the Ickey 
Shuffle or the Super Bowl 
Shuffle. But a glam start 
building toward America’s 
No. 1 sporting event, a game 
on Feb. 3 in suburban 
Phoenix that’s expected to 
attract 1 billion viewers all 
over the globe. 

Then again, maybe it’s all a 
ruse. The conspiracy theorists 
were out in full force Tuesday 
on WFAN, the all-sports radio 
station in New York, suggest- 
ing that the 18-0 Patriots put 
Brady in a soft cast merely to 
confuse the Giants. In fact, 
there are pictures aplenty on 
the Web, showing Brady 
squiring Bundchen from her 
West Village pad to an East 
Village hotspot minus the 
boot. 

Brady isn’t addressing 
whether anything is seriously 
amiss. The two-time Super 
Bowl MVP simply said he 
was “a little nicked up” and 
that, “I'd have to be on a 
stretcher to miss this one.”

kept him until 
escaped in 1980. 

When Parnell abducted a 
second boy in Ukiah that year, 
Stayner fled, taking 5-year- 
old Timmy White with him. 
He told police that he wanted 
to save the boy from suffering 
the same abuse. 

Stayner’s story was told in 
the television movie “I Know 
My First Name is Steven.” He 
died in a motorcycle accident 
in 1989 at age 24. 

Stayner’s brother, Cary, is 
in San Quentin State Prison 
awaiting execution for killing 
four women in Yosemite 
National Park in 1999. 

“Who knows how many 
lives Parnell destroyed,” said 
Merced County District 
Attorney Larry Morse. 
“Steven Stayner, bless his 
soul, was robbed of his child- 
hood. We know that Cary 
Stayner was profoundly and 
perversely affected by his kid- 
napping. Who knows what 
effect that had on his murder- 
ous rampage?” 

Cary Stayner’s parents tes- 
tified at his trial that they felt 
they neglected him as a youth 
because they were preoccu- 
pied with searching for his 
younger brother. 

“Pretty much his reaction 
was he hadn’t thought about 
him in years and he didn’t 
care,” said San Quentin prison 
Lt. Sam Robinson, who told 
Stayner of Parnell’s death on 
Tuesday. “He was really non- 
chalant about it.” 

Stayner’s parents, Delbert 
and Kay, did not return a tele- 
phone message left at their 
home. 

“All I can say is, good, m 
glad he’s dead,” Merced 
County Sheriff Mark Pazin 
said. 

Pazin was 9 and attending a 
school in the same neighbor- 
hood when Steven Stayner 
was kidnapped from a town 
that at the time had just more 
than 10,000 residents. 

“Tt basically paralyzed that 
small community,” Pazin 
recalled in a telephone inter- 
view. “I just remember my 
mom was absolutely beside 
herself. ... You could ride your

bike across town and never 
have a problem. That all came 
to a screeching halt after 
Steven was kidnapped.”

In 
2004, he was sentenced to 25 
years to life after he attempted 
to obtain another child for 
what prosecutors described 
then as the “last hurrah” of an 
aging pedophile. 

Prosecutors said he asked 
the sister of his former care- 
taker to deliver a 4-year-old 
boy to his Berkeley apartment 
in exchange for $500.

Parnell was arrested after 
he gave the woman $100 in 
exchange for a birth certifi- 
cate police provided for a fic- 
titious boy.

The Cause of Gum Disease

Periodontitis begins with plaque. 

This invisible, sticky film forms on 
your teeth when starches and sugars in 
food interact with bacteria normally 
found in your mouth. Although you 
remove plaque every time you brush 
your teeth, it re-forms quickly, usually 
in less than 24 hours. 

Plaque that stays on your teeth 
longer than two or three days can 
harden under your gumline into tartar 
(calculus), a white substance that 
makes plaque more difficult to remove 
and that acts as a reservoir for bacteria. 
Unfortunately, brushing and flossing 
can’t eliminate tartar - only a profes- 
sional cleaning can remove it. 

The longer plaque and tartar 
remain on your teeth, the more damage 
they can do. Initially, they may simply 


irritate and inflame the gingiva, the 
part of your gum around the base of 
your teeth. This is gingivitis, the mild- 
est form of periodontal disease. But 
ongoing inflammation eventually 
causes pockets to develop between 
your gums and teeth that fill with 
plaque, tartar and bacteria. In time, the 
pockets become deeper and more bac- 
teria accumulate, eventually advanc- 
ing under your gum tissue. These deep 
infections cause a loss of tissue and 
bone. If too much bone is destroyed, 
you may lose one or more teeth. 

Although the destructive cycle that 
starts with the accumulation of plaque 
is the most common cause of perio- 
dontal disease, a number of other fac- 
tors can contribute to or aggravate the 
condition.

Weather Service in Eureka, 
most accumulations in 
Mendocino County occurred 
at elevations of 2,000 feet and 
higher, with the roads experi- 
encing a brief covering. The 
most significant snowfall was 
at Iron Peak, north of 
Laytonville, where official 
accumulations totaled two 
inches. 

As the week progresses, 
another system with cold tem- 
peratures and rainy conditions 
will move into the area, keep- 
ing the forecast the same for 
most of the week.

“She wasn’t there, but they 
found a marijuana grow,” Noe 
said. 

Deputies found 648 plants 
in the Canyon Court home, 
Noe said. 

Israel, Weston and 
Villalobos were all cited and 
released on suspicion of mari- 
juana cultivation pending 
arraignment. 

Interim UFD Chief Tony 
Clarabut would not identify 
the firefighter, but did confirm 
that a firefighter was arrested 
on cultivation charges and 
that the firefighter had been 
put on paid leave pending an 
internal investigation. 

“It’s a confidential person- 
nel matter,” Clarabut said. 

Israel also serves as deputy 


fire marshal for UFD and is a 
member of the Ukiah Valley 
Fire District board. 

This represents the second 
major bust of a local govern- 
ment employee on marijuana 
related charges in the last two 
months. 

In November, sheriff’s 
deputies found 39 pounds of 
dried marijuana in the home 
of Mendocino County District 
Attorney’s Office employee 
Sherilyn Young, according to 
sheriff ’s reports. 

Young has not been arrest- 
ed or formally charged and 
District Attorney Meredith 
Lintott turned over the case to 
the California Attorney 
General’s Office to avoid any 
appearance of impropriety. 

As of Tuesday, the AG’s 
office had not charged Young.
